Ib is true 
that in such a sochl lifa fcuora 'ire rights, jus 1 ) there are duties, 
but thsy can hiriiy ba said uj belong in any peculiar sense 
to individuals. They ara inherent rather in the services or 
functions that individuals perform. Besting aa it d^es upsn, 
the principle that the adate is cr^atei by mutual neads, the 
analysis runs necessarily in terms of servicai and not of 
powers. Even the ruler is no exception, for he has merely fcha< 
specialfu nation to whiah his wisdom entitles him. Tha 
nation of authority or s-)verbgn power such as the B?man 
attached to his magistracies has practically no pirb in Plato's 
theory nor indeed in that of any Greek philosopher."
